jo order a t 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
Mr. Gorman (Md.) called up the pending 
naval appropriation bill. 
The am end­ 
m ent w as one reducing from three to 
two the num ber of new battleships to 
>e built. 
Mr. H ansbrough (N. D.) took the floor 
m d argued the United States had noth­ 
ing to fear from foreign nations in the 
shape of a w arlike attack. 
Mr. Gorman said although the present 
appropriation for these ships was but 
15.000.000, the governm ent 
would, 
he 
said, be obligated for a total debt of 
214.000.000 or $15,000,000, including the 
phips and their arm am ent. There was 
Ho possibility of paying for these three 
ships w ithout selling more bonds or 
using the proceeds of those already sold. 
Mr. Lodge (Mass.) argued in favor of 
the three battleships provided for by the 
bill. 
Mr. Proctor (rep.. Vt.) took occasion 
to say a few words in favor of land 
iefenses as opposed to ships from the 
point of economy. 
Mr. Vilas of W isconsin said we ought 
not to go on lavishing millions on these 
hulks of battleships for the purpose of 
making a show. 
A t this point Mr. Cockrell of Missouri 
presented the conference report on the 
sundry civil appropriation bill. 
Mr. Stew art (Nev.) uttered a warning 
against the projected m onetary confer­ 
ence. 
Mr. W olcott (Colo.) defended the mon­ 
etary conference am endm ent as it was 
reported. 
The conference report on the sundry 
civil appropriation wras then concurred 
In and the naval bill came up again. 
Arrangem ent was made to take a vote 
on the bill prior to IO o’clock and a re­ 
cess was taken until 8:30 o’clock. 
Mr. Hawley (rep., Conn.) urged the 
need of being ready for war. 
There 
was no knowing when it w'ould come. 
It w as possible any day th at some stub­ 
born nation m ight lay her hands on 
Hawaii, compelling us to say “Hands 
off.” 
At IO o’clock the vote was taken on 
the am endm ent fixing the num ber of 
battleships at two instead of three, and 
It was agreed to—33 to 29, as follows: 
Yeas—Democrats, 21; Republicans, 9; 
Populists, 3. Against—Republicans, 18; 
Democrats, IO; Populists, I.

agreed to. Another provision for three 
torpedo boats, one to be built on the 
Pacific coast, one on the

A new am endm ent was adopted re­ 
m itting the penalties against the build­ 
ers of the Yorktown, Philadelphia, Bal­ 
timore ar.d Newark. 
The naval appropriation bill was then 
passed w ithout division. 
Mr. Blackburn presented another con­ 
ference report on the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bill, stating th at 
no agreem ent had been reached on the 
H aw aiian cable and no prospect th at 
the house would ever yield. Mr. Black­ 
burn warned the senate th at another 
insistence on the cable m ight mean an 


vision rel ine extinction o r tne con­ 
tract school system a t the end of five 
years, so as to remove the time limit, 
and the house had yielded to the senate 
am endm ent for the purchase from the 
Ogden Land company the title ot the 
lands within the C attaraugus and Al­ 
legany Indian reservations to the ex­ 
tent of authorizing the secretary of the 
interior to examine into the report to 
congress w ithout appropriating any 
money. The report was agreed to.

The 
secretary says all changes made were 
Cor the good of the departm ent, and 
questions the right of the house to de­ 
mand the reason of appointm ents or re­ 
movals.

National Tuba Works the Scene of a 
Disastrous Accident. 
Pittsburg, Pa., March 4.—By the ex­ 
plosion of a tank of sulphuric acid at 
McKeesport yesterday two men were in­ 
stantly killed and two injured. 
The 
killed are: 
MORGAN, W. H. 
NILL, WILLIAM. 
The injured: 
Laveete, William. 
Sovereitch, Mike. 
The three first named were employes 
of the National tube works and were 
engaged in transferring a carload of sul­ 
phuric acid to a tank inside the works. 
Suddenly the tank exploded and the 
men w’ere hurled many feet. 
Nill was 
terribly mangled and 
died 
instantly. 
Morgan had his neck broken. Laveete 
wras thrown tw enty feet and seriously 
injured. 
The head of the tank weighing 2,000 
pounds, w’as blown through the roof of 
the works and alighted on the roof of a 
H ungarian boarding house 
near by. 
Sovereitch was sleeping in an upstairs 
room and when the huge piece of metal 
crashed through the roof a piece of plas­ 
tering struck him on the head, inflicting 
a deep wound. No cause for the explo­ 
sion is assigned.

Columbian Insurgents Captured Cicuta— 
Wreck Victims at City of Mexico. 
Panama, Columbia, March 4.—Ad­ 
vices received here from Cucuta con­ 
firm the reports of a government de­ 
feat and the recapture of the city by 
the rebel forces. The rebel battalion 
was defeated by the government troops 
from Bucaramanga Feb. 14 and were 
driven from Cucuta after a brave re­ 
sistance. The rebel forces were, how­ 
ever, reformed and the battle renewed 
the next day. The fight began at day­ 
light and lasted until 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. More than 800 were killed 
on both sides. The streets of the city 
were strewn with the bodies of the 
killed.

forces fled in disorder toward Gramal- 
aoti. Among the killed was the rebel 
Gen. Cuarto.

A terrific explosion occurred at the 
Janesville gas works last evening, 
whi jh came Dear leaving the city in 
darkness and ruining the plant. The 
explosion occurred a t 7:45 o’clock and 
was heard throughou the entire city. 
Nearly every pane of glass in the 
boiler room, in which the cupolas 
are located was broken, and the en­ 
tire window was demolished. 
Inside 
this tot rn was a large pile of brick and 
m ortar dust which had been blown 
from the covering of a blow pipe, and 
which partly served as a foundation 
for one of the cupolas or oil retorts. 
The coolness and presence of mind of 
Fred 
W. Henrich, foreman of 
the 
night hands, prevented more serious 
results. 
“ I realized th a t there would be an 
explosion,” explained Mr. Henrich. 
* aud had all the doors open. 
Then I 
raised the valve, and the explosion re­ 
sulted. 
I did not expect quite as 
much trouble, but realized th a t some­ 
thing more than usual would take 
place.'’ 
Mr. 
Henrich then explained th a t 
one of the purifying seals had clogged 
and th at the gas had worked back into 
the blow pipes. These pipes ore about 
six inches in diam eter and are made 
of galvanized iron. 
These convey the 
air blast from the fan to the retort, 
and are buried about eighteen inches 
under the floor. 
It appears that these 
pipes were filled with gas, and when 
the valve was raided and fan started 
the gas was blown into the retort 
fires, and the explosion followed. The 
explosion bad force enough to raise 
the entire floor above the blow pipes, 
besides breaking several w ater and 
•team pipes, and came near demolish­ 
ing the foundation of one of th o oil 
retorts.
